No amendment to the 
joint resolution shall be in order except the follow- 
ing amendments, which shall be considered as 
having been read, shall be in order any rule of the 
House to the contrary notwithstanding, shall be con- 
sidered only in the following order, and shall not be 
subject to amendment: (1) the amendment in the 
nature of a substitute printed in the Record of April 
22, 1985 by and if offered by Rep. Hamilton of Indi- 
ana. Said amendment shall be debatable for two 
hours with the time equally divided and controlled 
by Rep. Hamilton and a member opposed thereto; 
and (2) the amendment in the nature of a substitute 
printed in the Record of April 22, 1985 by, and if 
offered by, Rep. Michel or his designee. Said 
amendment shall be debatable for up to two hours 
with the time equally divided and controlled by 
Rep. Michel or his designee and a member opposed 
thereto. If both of said amendments are adopted, 
only the second such amendment shall be consid- 
ered as having been finally adopted and reported 
back to the House. At the conclusion of debate, the 
last passed substitute, if such a substitute is passed, 
shall be reported back to the House. One motion to 
recommit shall be in order.

Limits debate on amendments to the bill and com- 
mittee substitute to 10 hours, except for debate on a 
Broomfield substitute. Provides that after all other 
amendments have been disposed of an amendment 
in the nature of a substitute printed in the Congres- 
sional Record of April 24, 1985 by Mr. Broomfield 
of Michigan shall be in order, and shall be consid- 
ered as having been read. Waives all points of order 
against the substitute for failure to comply with the 
provisions of clause 5(a) of Rule XXI (prohibiting 
appropriations in a legislative bill). Provides two 
hours of debate to be equally divided and con- 
trolled by Rep. Broomfield and the Chairman of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee or his designee.

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stitute shall not be subject to amendment. Provides 
that no further amendments are in order after dispo- 
sition of the Broomfield substitute.

thirty minutes to be equally divided and controlled 
by the chairman and the ranking minority member 
of the Committee on Ways & Means. Waives all 
points of order against H.J. Res. 187 for failure to 
comply with the provisions of section 401(b)(1) of 
the Congressional Budget Act (prohibiting consider- 
ation of new entitlement authority which becomes 
effective prior to October 1 of the year in which it 
is reported). The joint resolution shall be consid- 
ered as having been read for amendment under the 
five-minute rule.
